In libel cases it' the question of libo 


s more complicated it is given to E 
jury. If the question of libel or not 
is obvious the court, may settle the 
question at once, but in cases where 
there is nothing obvious it is left to 
you. 
The questions left to you are: 


"Was the article defamatory?" If 
ii 


was not defamatory for the 
plaintiff 
that. ends the case, it 
matters 
no 


whether it was true or not. If it is 
defamatory, then the question is, "Was 
it true?" If you find it was true, then 
the cuse ends and you must find for 
the defendant as thu court 
wiil 
in- 


struct you.

Defamatory words are words thai 


tend to bring a man of whom they 
nre spoken in hatred, ridicule or con- 
tempt and defamatory words are lib- 
ellous if thoy are written without any 
legal excuse. There may be defama- 
tory words written 'with a lawful ex- 
cuse. That lawful excuse may be on 
account of the relations of the person 
of whom they are written to the pub- 
lic. 
The person charged with publish- 


ing tills libel is a newspaper publisher 
and as such he has a right to com-: 
ment on any public matter and he may 
use sarcasm, invective and ridicule in 
dealing with the subject, provided what 
he states as facts are true. 
When 


man becomes a candidate for office he 
puts his character and fitness forth 
as an issue and any paper has a right 
to say what it thinks of his charac- 
ter and fitness provided-it states facts. 
The public oflieial is always op-?n to 
the criticism of the press and public 
r.n his public acts. 
Tho press is one 


of ihe foundations of republics. 
Xo 


government ever throw off tho yoke of 
repression until it maintained "a free, 
•uiilrammeled and fearless press. 
It 


is .the duty of the press to discuss and 
comment on public matters and it Is 
not necessary that I ho pross must be 
always right.

he wna taken about four o'clock. 


Upon arriving at the hospital

population.

Oregon's total is about one-ninetieth 


of the aggregate agricultural product 
of the country for the current year. It 
is far behind Iowa, with its more than 
$360,000,000, and also Kansas with over 
$225,000,000. 


This wealth, distributed among the 
people of the state, gives $144 to each. 
Kansas has a per capita agricultural 
production of $148 and Iowa $163. 


The above estimate- is made by Dr. 
James Wlthycombe, director of the 
government experiment station at Cor- 
vallis. and he divides the total as fol- 
lows:

WILLEMSTAD, Oct. 10.—Captain Johansson of the American Bed D 


line steamship Merida, who hrought the first news of the revolt of prison- 
ers al San Carlos fortress, Venezuela, gave details today of what the crew 
witnessed. According lo reports which he gathered six officers were killed 
but General Prato Gomez, a brother of President Gomez and warden of the 
prison, escaped in disguise. The soldiers' barracks 
and 
the 
gen- 


eral's quarters were burned and 200 prisoners, some of •whom had been 
incarcerated because of their allegience to the lost cause of former Presi- 
dent Castro, .escaped. These are reported to he wandering about the 
northern part of the republic and there are many unconfirmed rumors con- 
cerning their •whereabouts and intentions toward .the government. 


The Merida arrived off San Carlos island, 20 miles below JIaracaibo, 


at 7 o'clock on the morning of October 7- and found a fire raging on the 
island and the flag over the fortress at half mast. The captain sent the 
purser in a, small boat with the usual passport lo be signed by the genera) 
commanding the fortress and to drop the gulf pilot. As the small boat 
neared the shore six armed men waded out and, pushing the boat back into 
deeper water, scrambled aboard. 
They asked to be taken on board the j 


Merida, saying they were escaped prisoners, the men confined in the prison 
having risen, ovrpowered the officers and taken possession. 
At tho same 


time heavy firing was heard and from the steamship men could be seen 
fighting outside the fortress. 
Captain Johansson refused to permit the 


men to board the Merida but put them on a pilot boat which subsequently 
sailed down the buy. The purser had promised to return to the fort with 
ihc pilot, boat but the men would not let him do so. The Merida then pro- 
ceeded to Maracaibo, carrying there apparently tho first news of the revolt. 
Troops were hastily embarked on a schooner and a new commander for the 
fortress entered a sloop and the two vessels sailed for San Carlos late 
that same afternoon. Later in the day Captain Johansson said that the 
governor was in possession of the fortress and that he was given permission 
to proceed. The Merida returned lo San Carlos, arriving there last Satur- 
day morning. The ruins wore still smouldering but, all was quiet. A white 
flag was flying but there was no sign of the troops. 


A colonel who appeared to bo in command of the island reluctantly

THE AUCTIONEERS' LICENSE 


The fine.imposed upon ail auctioneer who trigd to do business in this 


city-without a license brings to. the attention of the public a matter of more 
importance than is general!}' supposed. The law provides that a man must 
be^a.'resident of this state for six months before he can secure an 
auctioneer's license, and the penalty imposed for conducting an auction 
•vyithout a license is quite severe for the reason that the welfare of the 
public is. at stake. It would be. manifestly wrong to allow any itinerant 
auctioneer to come here and possibly to misrepresent goods and then skip 
the town, leaving the people no means of redress'for the imposition and 
fraud practised upon them.

One speaker presenting tho manufacturers' view of the work- 
wen's compensation law pointed out that it would bi> hardly fair to cause 
the manufacturer to pay damages for a man who hud his hnnd torn up i 
a machine as the result of his own carelessness. U is not often that an 
operator is injured as a result of sheer carelessness. H may be a result 
of ignorance. 
The man who understands a machine will lake, good caro 


to'operate it properly so that he will not be exposed to danger. 


But even should an occasional operative suffer through his own care- 


lessness his family and himself may become public charges unless some 
provision be made for their protection. The manufacturing companies are 
usually protected by insurance, and if the legal expenses attached to suits 
for damages under the present law be eliminated, wo have no doubt that 
tha amounts lo be paid out for compensation will be less in ihn long niu 
lhah the sums paid now in fighting mills ngainrt men who linvii been Injured.

ing in the value of " its agricultural 
products, with the steadily increasing 
population. 


Oregon's total is about one-ninetieth 


of the aggregate agricultural product 
of the country for the current year. It 
Is far behind Iowa, with its more than 
5360,000,000, and also Kansas with over 
$226.000,000. 


This wealth, distributed among the 


people of the state, gives $144 to each. 
Kansas has a per capita agricultural 
production of $148 and Iowa $163. 


The above estimate is made by Dr. 
James Wlthycombe, director of the 
government experiment station at Cor- 
vallis, and lie divides the lotal as fol- 
lows:

SIX OFFICERS KILLED 


WILLEMSTAD, Get: Iff.— Captain Joh'iuiss'on of the American Ked D 


line steamship Merida, who brought the first news of the revolt of prison- 
ers at San Carlos fortress, Venezuela, gave details todny of -what the crew 
witnessed. According to reports which he gathered six officers were killed 
but General Prato Gomez, a brother of President Gomez and wardeu of the 
prison, escaped in disguise. The, soldiers' 
barracks 
and 
ihe gen- 


eral's quarters were burned and 200 prisoners, some of whom had been 
incarcerated because of their allegience to the lost cause of former Presi- 
dent Castro, .escaped. These are reported to be wandering 
about 
the 


northern part'of the republic and there are many unconfirmed minors con- 
cerning their whereabouts and intentions toward the government.. 
, 
The Merida arrived.off Son Carlos island, 20 miles below Marncaibo, 


at 7 o'clock on the morning of October 7 and found a fire rnging on the 
island and the flag over the fortress at half mast. The captain scut the 
purser in a small boat with the usual passport to be signed by the general 
commanding the fortress and to drop the gulf pilot. 
As the small boat 


neared the shore six armed men waded out and, pushing the boat back into 
deeper water, scrambled aboard. They asked to be taken on board the 
Merida, saying they were escaped prisoners, the men confined in the prison 
having risen, ovrpowered the officers and taken possession. At the same 
time^ heavy firing was heard and from the steamship men could be seen 
fighting outside the fortress. 
Captain Johansson refused to permit the 


men to board the Merida but put them on a pilot boat which subsequently 
sailed down the bay. 
The purser had promised to return to the fort with 


the pilot boat but the men would not let him do so. The Merida then pro- 
ceeded to Maraeaibo, carrying there apparently the Qrst news of the revolt. 
Troops were hastily embarked on a schooner and a new commander for the 
fortress entered a .sloop and the two vessels sailed for San .Carlos' late 
that same afternoon. Later in.the day .Captnm Johansson.said that the 
governor was in possession of the'fortress and that, he was given permission 
to proceed. The Merida returned to San Carlos, arriving there last Satur- 
day morning. The ruins were still smouldering but all was quiet. A white 
flag was flying but there was no sign of the troops. 


A colonel who appeared to be in command of.' the island reluctantly 


signed the ship's papers but the Merida feared to proceed lest, she en- 
counter a Venezuelan gunboat that, might challenge the regularity of the 
papers. 


Later the steamship proceeded to Curacao. The mate reports that the 


soldiers' barracks and the general's quarters, were destroyed and Kays 
that he was told that six officers were killed but that 
General Gomez 


escaped across the lake by assuming a fictitious name. 
Two hundred 


prisoners, he was told, reached the mainland in small boats. He saw n few- 
men and one woman on the island. 


It is believed that it was the intention of the revolters to seize the 


Merida and escape in her. 
Tho plan was thwarted by Captain Johansson's 


refusal to allow the armed party to come aboard.

THE AUCTIONEERS' LICENSE 


The fine imposed upon an auctioneer who tried to do business in this 


'city without a license hrings to the attention of the public a matter of more 
importance than is generally supposed. The law provides that a man must 
be a resident of this state for six months before he can secure an 
auctioneer's license, and the penalty imposed for conducting an auction 
without a license is quite severe for the reason that the welfare of the 
public is; at stake. It would be manifestly wrong to allow jiny itinerant 
auctioneer to coino here and. possibly to misrepresent goods and then skip 
the town, leaving the people no means of redress for tho imposition and 
fraud practised upon them. 


A gentleman who was fined recently in police court was quite indignant 


on learning what thc provisions of the law were. 
Ho wns.vcry leniently 


treated, however, by the court, when he got off with a $20 fine where the 
law provided a maximum fine of $500. It is well that the cities and towns 
of this state are thus protected from tramp auctioneers. It is a wise law 
made for the protection of every community in the state, and thc police 
should enforce it rigorously.

The three, candidates, Foss, Vahey and Hamlin, were forced to with- 


draw lest they should be placed in the light of being parties to such nn out- 
rageous and disgraceful affair as was enacted' upon the floor of the con- 
vention by Lomasney and his \irng. 
The best candidate that could ho 


selected would suffer by identification with any such riotous demonstra- 
tion. It is to be regretted that the supporters of rival candidates cannot 
•allow the party to hold a nominating convention without resorting to such 
tactics. 


The fight at Worcester a few years ago left the party in n disrupted 


condition; but this year there was a splendid chance of winning a demo- 
cratic victory, which, hovever, lias been greatly reduced by tho failure of 
the convention to transact its business in a business-like manner. 


The duty of naming a candidate was loft in the hands of a com- 


inittee of five. 
This Committee will bo obliged to name a neutral candidate 


and it is to be hoped it will endeavor by the exercise of good judgment to 
repair the dauuige done to Ihe party's chances. 
It. may be possible to 


reunite ihe factions in support of a strong candidate, but it will require 
skilful work on the part of the committee to make such a selection.
